Asheville, N. C., November 3.—News has 
reached here of an affray at a politica!

William Bradley, who 
killed an Indian about a year ago, and his 
son, Wallace Bradley, armed with pisto:s 
and clubs, attempted Saturday night to 
break up a meeting of Indians and white 
republicans, dragging one member out of 
the building.

PEACE SITUATION 
ROM BOTH SIDES 


American Philippine Proposition 
Will Be Declined, 


SPAIN MAY MAKE PROPOSAL 


After This It Will Be American Com- 
missioners’ Move, 


AGUINALOO MUST BE LOOKED AFTER

Paris, November 3.—Last Monday the 
United States and Spanish peace commis- 
sioners left the definite limitations df the 
pr®tocal and entered upon the wide fieid 
of diplomacy, where an open question is 
to be decided. Both commissions realize 
that the area is ample enough for some 
maneuvering, though on the American side 
the tendency is to evolutions much more 
corpact than those of the 
Both would undoubtedly be gratified to 
reach “® mutual conclusion without com- 
pulsion. 

At Monday’s joint session the American 
commissioners laid down a proposition in 
two parts: 
should take over Philippines entire: 
second, that in so doing they should reim- 
burse to Spain the sum of permanent an}? 
pacific expenditure in the Philippines. 

Having heard the American proposition, 
the Spaniards might have immediately do- 
clined it, as they certainly will do at to- 
morrow’'s Whether they will ac- 
company the refusal with a counter prop- 
osition has not been definitely ascertained.

The result wil) 
be that the commissions will retire from 
confronting positions until one or the other 
shal) have reformed its lines for the next 
meeting, which will probably occur next 
week. 

The American commissioners came to 
Paris with no greed for Philippine terri- 
tory. To an unofficia] bystander the ques- 
tion will be to rather fird the rignt path 
to walk ip it, than by @ bold use of power 
to wrench the utmost advantage from a 
distressed opponent.

SENATE DOES SOME TALKING. 


And Mr. Mann Sets the Reform Ball 
Rolling in Good Shape. 

A good portion of the time of the upper 
house yesterday was spent in the reading 
of President Dodson’s committee appoint- 
ments, and the members were so busy for 
some time afterwards in making memoran- 
dums of their several assignments that of- 
gut, for all 
that, it was the busiest day which the sen- 
ate has put in thus far, and it was made 
specially notable by the receipt of the first 
batch of appointments from _Georgia’s new 
chief executive. Governor Candler sent in 
a sealed message containing a list of county 
judges and solicitors selected by him to 
fill vacancies, and the senate did him the 
honor to go at once into executive session 
and to confirm them as fast as the clerk 
read them out. The complete list is print- 
ed elsewhere. 

That the reform fever is contagious was 
shown during the session by the introduc- 
tion of a bill by Mr. Mann, from the fortv- 
fourth district, to abolish the office of state 
geologist—one of the pet ideas of the rabid 
reformers in the house. That Mr. Mann is 
chairman of the senate committee on 
mines and mining, and comes from the 
mineral section of the state, is significant, 
but there are many legislators who will 
contest the matter with him. Speaking 
about the measure after adjournment, Sen- 
ator Mann said: 

“The act removing the oftice of state 
geologist and providing for a geological, 
mineralogical and physical survey of the 
state was approved November 12, 1889, and 
went into effect in 1890. It was intended to 
continue only five years and has already 
continued nine. The department has ac- 
complished its object, and I think it shou!d 
be abolished. The conduct of the work of 
the state geologist has not been satisfac- 
tory to our people. He seems to be a gen- 
tleman who does not like to get out in the 
mud and perform the duties of his office as 
they should be performed. The men seem 
to stay here most of the time. I have talk- 
ed with about a dozen sénators, and fihd 
only one opposed to the bill. I am sure it 
will pass the house.” 

Day before yesterday the senate voted 
down a resolution providing for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to visit some state on 
election day next week for the purpose of 
observing the workings of the Australian 
ballot law, but it changed its mind when 
the suggestion was made that the commit- 
tee should pay their own expenses.

the congressional election. Mr. Calvin said: 

“The gentleman from Marion, Mr. Rog- 
ers introduced a resolution in the house yes- 
terday providing that a recess of three 
days be taken beginning next Saturday in 
order to allow members to return home for 
the purpose of voting in the congressional 
election and under the rules of the house 
that resolution was required: to lie over for 
one day on the table. Subsequently a 
joint resolution was received from the sen- 
ate to the same affect and later in the day 
this joint resolution received the concur- 
rence of the house. After thinking the 
matter over, Mr. Speaker, I fail to see any 
good reason why this house syould take 
the recess proposed. I recognize the fact 
that it will cost the state nothing for the 
legislature to adjourn for three days, since 
the time thus consumed will be added to 
the length of the session without expense 
to the state, but still there are no political 
issues pending Which make it necessary for 
There are con- 
tests in only two of the districts of the 
state, the second and the eleyenth, and if 
this house decides to reconsider its action 
I will introduce a resolution allowing the 
members who live in those districts to re- 
turn home for the purpose of voting; but 
I do not see why the business of the ses- 
sion should be demoralized this early in the 
session by adjourning in order that every 
one may have this privilege. Our presence 
here at this time when the speaker is on 
the eve of appointing his committees is 
most important and I move that this house 
reconsider its action in adjourning to take 
the proposed recess of three days.”’ 

Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, one of the vet- 
eran members of the house,opposed the mo- 
tion of Mr. Calvin to reconsider. He took 
the position that it was the duty of every 
good citizen to vote in the election whether 
there were contests pending or not and that 
it was the traditional custom of the legis-

Mr. Reynolds, of Richmond, next intro- 
duced a joint resolution to the effect that 
Hon, Fleming G. duBignon be invited to 
address the members of the general as- 
sembly at his earliest convenience on the 
subject of ballot reform. There was no 
opposition to the resolution and Mr. Reyn- 
olds asked that it be immediately trans- 
mitted to the senate. 

On the committee to communicate with 
Mr. duBignon the chair appointed Messrs. 
Reynolds, of Richmond; Slaton, of Fulton, 
ard Iiudicill, of Chattooga. 

Mr. Park’s Resolution. 

Mr. Park, of Greene, next called up his

Pensions to Old Soldiers. 

Mr. Hanby, of Rabun, chairman of the 
committee appointed to look into pension 
matters, reported that there were 3,826 
claimg whie@h had been paid to widows of 
confederate soldiers, "aggregating $229,560; 
3,398 claims which had been paid to invalid 
confederate soldiers, aggregating $16,000; 
and 3,166 claims which had been paid to in- 
digent confederate soldiers aggregating 
$159,960. In addition there were 169 claims 
of invalid confederate svidiers which had 
not been paid on account of lack of funds, 
and 85 claims of indigent confederate sol- 
diers which had ret been paid for like 
reasons. 

The Australian Ballot System. 

A joint resolution from the senate pro- 
viding for the appointment of a committee 
to visit some state where the Australian 
ballot system was in vogue for the purpose 
of reporting sack to tne legislature in re- 
gard to the same, without cost to the 
State, Was next taken up for concurrence, 
There was s>me opposition to the joint 
resolution, but it was finally agreed to on 
a vote of 68 to 63. 

Several leaves of absence were granted, 
whereupon the house adjourned until this 
morning at 10 o'clock.

PRISONERS PUTTING ON AIRS. 


Some of the Inmates of the Tower Are | 


Autocratic—A Scene During the 

Dinner Hour Yesterday. 
fine new county prison 
imbued some of the prisoners with 
unreasonable pride and has converted them 
into autocrats in spite of their condition. 

Yesterday afternoon at 2 o'clock a crowd 
ci negro prisoners in the Tower, who are 
confined in the east wing of the first floor, 
gathered about the door and called out 
through the iron grating for some of the 
jaiiers to bring them more food. They con- 
tendea that they had not been given enough 
dinner. 

Keach prisoner had been furnished with 
a large slice of boiled meat, an abundance 
of cornbread, a pan of cabbages and a bow] 
of soup. Only the negroes in the corridor 
stated were unsatisfied and wanted more. 
It was doubtless the cabbage which had 
tickled a palate that became insatiate, for 
cabbages are not served every day in the 
week at the Tower. 

One of the negroes became impudent and 
actually threatened. violence. He yelled 
out: 

“Yer can’t skKeer dis nigger wid de dun- 
geon. Ef yer don’t bring me some more 
vittels quick I’se gwine ter break up all de 
"‘lectric lights in dis place.” 

Ancther negro said he would get out of 
trie and ‘fix’’ somebody if he wasn't 
fortawith permitted to have another ‘‘bait 
of cubbages.’’ 

During the racket Sheriff Nelms appeared 
and he gave the negroes some straight 
talik, at the same time promisime to se 
that they were not mistreated. 

One cr the prisoners kept insisting that 
he had bad enough, and this angered the 
others, .nd the fellow who was “full” was 
miade tottake a back seat. 

The Tower officials say that some of the 
prisoners really have begun to put on 
airs since they have been placed in so ele- 
gant a prison,

At about a quarter of 1 o’clock the of- 
ficers were surprised to hear a mob of 
several hundred men outside the jail. This 
mob had@ assembled at the ball park and 
four abreast had marched to the jail, ar- 
riving there so quietly that those on watch 
had not heard their approach. The of- 
ficers, with Jailer Collins ana Guard 
Vaughn, upon the first report of the mob, 
went on the front and back porches, armed 
with their repeating rifles. 

Some one in the mob rang the bell and 
cal.ed for Jailer Collins. The jailer asked 
them what they wished, and when informed 
that the negro was wanted he ordered 
them to leave, saying he intended to pro- 
tect his prisoner. 

Sergeant Krewson warned the mob that 
the first man who broke through the gate 
would be shot down. Not heeding these 
words, the men pressed against the iron 
gate, and finding it solid, commenced to 
pour a volley of shots at the officers. The 
officers returned the fire and one man— 
Will Moore—staggered backward and fell. 
‘The mob then commenced to disperse, first 
assisting the wounded man to the corner 
of Fenwick and Fourth streets, where they 
laid him on the grass. . 

Moore lives in Harrisburg and is a pri- 
vate In company C, Second Georgia. The 
bullet entered his forehead, coming out 
behind his left ear. He is.in a serious 
condition and when put in the operating 
room today and examined the doctors gave 
little hope of his recovery. He was at- 
tended by Dr. McNaughton until an ambu- 
lance took him to the hospital. 

The Sheriff Arrives.

FITZHUGH LEE’S MOTHER DEAD. 


FALL LAST SUNDAY AFTERNOON 
BROKE HER HIP. 


She Came from a Family Distinguish- 
_@din the History of the 
Pe Union. 


General Fitzhugh Lee, died today at the 
home of her son, Captain Don Lee, in 


Stafford county. She was nearing her eigh-: 


ty-eighth birthday and had been totally 
blind for years, but her death resulted 
from a fall she had last Sunday, in which 
her hip was broken. Her funeral will occur 
tomorrow afternoon in old Christ church, 
Alexander, in which sixty-five years ago 
she was married to Captain Sydney Smith 
Lee, United States navy. Mrs. Lee was a 
member of the Mason family, which was 
prominent in the history of the state and 
nation. She was the daughter of General 
John Mason, a brother of United States 
Senator James M. Mason, one of the prin- 
cipals in the celebrated Mason-Slidell epi- 
sode of the civil war, that so strained the 
relations between the United States and 
England, and granddaughter of Hon. George 
Mason, another of the Virginia bill of rights 
signers and one ot the framerg of the 
constitution of the United States, though 
he did not: sign because he thought it too 
greatly subversive of state sovereignty. Her 
great-grandfather, Colonel George Mason, 
commanded a troop of horse in the battle 
of Worcester and was afterwards a great 
Indian fighter here. Her marriage to Lieu- 
tenant Sydney Smith Lee, in 1833, was a 
great social event, uniting as it did two of 
Virginia’s most distinguished families. Her 
husband was a son of the famous Light 
Horse Harry Lee and a brother of General 
Robert E. Lee, who was one of the attend- 
ants at the wedding. Three other sons, be- 
sides General Fitzhugh Lee, survive.

Order Sending Second Brigade, Third 
Division, Second Corps, to Athens 
Has Been Revoked—The 
Official Order of Sec- 
retary Alger.

Washington, November 3.—(Special.)—The 
Third Georgia, as was stdted in these dis- 
patahes last night, is to be one of the first 
segiments in the whole list to get to Cuba 
hat was settled by the formal orders Iis- 
sued today. These orders send the regiment 
@5 a part of the advance of the Second 
army corps, which is to proceed to Nue- 
vitas, and establish headquarters for the 
corps. The change of the original plan of 
attaching the regiment to the Seventh corps 
was made today and it was made because 
this would enable the regiment to see Cu- 
ban service earlier than the other plan. 
The credit for getting this done is due 
Senator Bacon and Major Jack Cohen, of 
the Third, the latter coming on here for 
this purpose. Senator Bacon started it go- 
ing last week when he was here. 

The president this morning sent a note 
to Secretary Alger asking that the desired 
assignment be made. 


This means that the Second Georgia will 
be attached to Lee’s corps and will also 
gét to Cuba. There is a strong pull for 
these assignments and the Georgia reg- 
iments are to be congratulated on getting 
them, 


First Order for Occupation of Cuba. 

Secretary Alger today issued the first or- 
der looking to the military occupation of 
Cuba by the United States troops. The or- 
der was issued only after very careful 
consideration of the reports of the military 
officers now in Cuba and of the Hecker 
board and other expert commissioners, 
which have been in the field. The order 
looks to the occupation of two points to 
begin with, Nuevitas and Puerto Principe, 
but the occupation will be extended as 
rapidly as the Spanish evacuation pro- 
ceeds. The order directs the movement to 
begin at once, but according to the calcu- 
lations of the department, it will scarcely 
be feasible to make the first landing be- 
fore November 22d. Headquarters of the 
new corps which has been created for the 
purpose of ‘beginning the occupation will 
be at Nuevitas under the command of Gen- 
eral L. H. Carpenter. He is now in com- 
mand of the cavalry brigade composed of 
the Sixth and Seventh cavairy at Hunts- 
ville, Ala, 

The Official Order. 

The order is as follows: 

The headquarters of troops of the 
Eighth United States cavalry and the 
Third Georgia volunteers will be at Nu- 
evitas. 

Six troops of the Eighth United States 
cavalry and the Fifteenth thrantry at 
Puerto Principe. 

The regiments will be prepared for 
embarkation at once and the subsistence 
department will arrange for the neces- 
sms 4 rations. The command will be 
equipped and rationed for sixty days. 

The quartermaster’s department will 
furnish the necessary wagon transpor- 
tation for use at their new stations. 

The surgeon general will make pro- 
vision for hospital and medical sup- 
plies. 

Brigadier General L. H. Carpenter, 
United States volunteers, is assigned 
to command these troops with head- 
quarters at Nuevitas. The cavalry 
brigade, composed of the Seventh and 
Eighth United States cavalry, is dis- 
continued. The Seventh is assigned to 
the First army corps and the Eighth 
to the Second army corps. 

The Fifteenth United States infantry 
is detached from the Fourth ‘army 
corps, an infantry brigade created, com- 
posed of the Third Georgia volunteers 
and the Fifteenth United States infan- 
try, and designated as the Second brig- 
ade, Tifird division, Second corps. 

“The orders sending the Second bri- 

gade, Third division, Second corps, to 
Athens, Ga., have been revoked. 


The staff of General Carpenter’s brigade 
will consist of the following officers: 

Captain John E, McMahon, assistant ad- 
jutant general. 

Captain William K. Alexander, assistant 
quartermaster of volunteers, quartermas- 
ter. 

Captain William M. Lovelace, commis- 
sary of subsistence of voluntcers, commis- 
sary. ,

Rev. E, V. Spicer, pastor of the Christian 
church, forcibly denounced the rules from 
his pulpit. He also went before.the board 
of managers and demanded that the ‘‘quar- 
antine be raised”’ by a certain time. The 
board stated that as they had established 
the home and as the women had placed 


Christian Temperance Union, they consid- 
ered that they had a right to make and 
enforce such as they considered best to 
accomplish the reformation of the women. 

Sunday night last officers and ladies of 
the Christian Mirch went to the home 
and escorted the inmates to church. Since 
that time things have been warm and hot 
shot have been passing back and forth.

NEW REPUBLIC IS FORMED. 


NICARAGUA, HONDURAS AND 
SALVADOR COMPOSE IT. ~ 

Washington, November 3.—A complete 
transformation of the geography of Central 
America occurred on November Ist by the 
birth of a new republic, the United States 
of Central America, and the disappearance 
of the republics of Nicaragua, Salvador and 
Honduras, except as gtates of the union. 
Senor Corea, charge d'affaires of these re- 
publics during their transformation stage, 
has received detailed information of the 
changes effected and the form of govern- 
ment of the new republic. The United 
States of Central America has a population 
of about 2,000,000, an area of about 110,000 
square miles, and the site of the Nicaragua 
canal, through which commerce will ulti- 
mately pass from ocean to ocean. 

The movement to form the new republic 
began June 20, 1895, when the three presi- 
denté—Zelaya, of Nicaragua: Gutlare, of 
Salvador, and Bonilla, of Honduras—formed 
the treaty of Amapala. This provided for a 
union on the foreign affairs of the three 
countries, and created ‘a diet which di- 
rected these foreign affairs. The diet rec- 


sembly with twenty delegates from each of 
the three countries, to draw up a complete 
constitutional union. The assmbly met on 
June 20th last. 

On August 27th last a constitution for the 
new republic was drawn up and signed with 
due formality. Provision is made for the 
admission of Guatemala and Costa Rica. 
if they elect to enter the new union. A fed- 
eral form of government is adopted.

English Government Buys 
“ 3,000 Barrels. 

Chicago, Ill., November 3.—The British 
government has closed a contract ‘here for 
the immediate delivery of 125,000 gallons of 
distilled spirits at Montreal. An intimation 
was also given that about 450,000 more gal- 
lons would in all likelihood be ordered 
within about ten days. 

This order of 125,000 gallons amounts to 
nearly 3,000 barrels and will require over 
sixty cars for its transportatipn irto Can- 
ada. The use of the distilled spirits thus 
ordered will be in the manufacture of 
smokeless powder, of which distilled 
spirits is one of the chief ingredients. 


MARCHAND ARRIVES AT CAIRO.

Cairo, November 3.—Major Marchand, the 
commander of the French expedition at 
Fashoda, arrived here at 7 o’clock this 
evening.

MARSH RETURNS 
AND SURRENDERS 


President ri Defunct Keystone 
Nalisnal Bank, 


WANAMAKER WAS BONDSMAN 
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sPFECH BROUGHT HIM 


When He Learned That Mr. Wanama- 
ker Would Aid in Securing Le- 
niency in the Sentence He 
Came Back Imme- 
diately. 


Philadelphia, November 3.—Gideon W. 
Marsh, the fugitive president of the now 
defunct Keystone National Bank, returned 
to the city toda# after an absence of seven 
years and a half and surrendered himself 
to his bondsman, William H. Wanamaker. 
Late this afternoon Mr, Wanamaker ac- 
companied Marsh to the office of the Unit- 
ed States District Attorney Beck and the 
latter at once turned the fugitive -bank 
president over to the custody of the United 
States marshal to await a hearing tomor- 
row morning. 

The closing of the doors of the Keystone 
National Bank on March 20th, 1891, caused 
a profound sensation, Investigation showed 
that the bank had been practically looted 
and that there was little left for the de- 
positors and other creditors. City Treas- 
urer John Bardsley, who had loaned the 
bank several hundred thousand dollars of 
the city’s funds and had been drawing in- 
terest on them for’ his own individual 
profit, was*arrested and his trial resulted 
in a sentence of fifteen years, seven years 
of which he served, being finally granted 
/@ pardon, 

President Marsh was placed under arrest, 
charged with false entries in the books of 
the bank and the willful misapplication of 
its funds. Marsh induced William H. 
Wanamaker, a brother of John Wanama-_ 
ker, to enter bail for him, which he did in 
the amount of $20,000, Before the day fixed 
for a final hearing Marsh fled the city. The 
bai] furnished for his appearance was for- 
feited and the entire amount of the $20,000 
was paid to the clerk of the United States 
district court by William H. Wanamaker. 
Since that date it is said Mr. Wanamaker * 
has spent $20,000 more to apprehend Marsh 
and bring him to trial. 

Marsh, in talking to friends who called on 
him in the United States marshal’s office 
before he was taken to prison, said that in 
more than seven years of his absence he 
has roamed almost over the whole world, 
and worked for a living at anything he 
could get to do. When he left he had with 
him $1,385 which he had collected from two 


There is considerable talk as to what ef- 
fect Marsh’s return will have on the polit- 
ical retention. 

A few nights after a speech of Senator 
Penrose, accusing Wanakmaker of having 
inside knowledge of the Keystone bank af- 
fairs, the latter delivered a speech at the 
Academy of Music. He denied the truth 
of Senator Penrose’s statements and called 
upon him to ‘hasten the return of Marsh, if 
the senator in any way could do so. He 
said he would like the truth to be told 
about the Keystone bank matters, and sald 
none could clear the affair better than 
Marsh himself. 

Marsh said today that Mr. Wanamaker’s 
speedh was the cause of his return. The 
thought that his return would revive a state 
of affairs that would be a scandal that 
would be painful to his children, was all 
that kept him away.

floored until in August. The evidence be- 
fore the committee showed that the med- 
ical officers were conscientious and did their 
best to remedy the evils prevailing in the 
hospitals. 

The witness read the. statements Rev. 
J. Smith and Colonel Hof *had made to this 
committee. The former was a scathing ar- 
raignment of the inefficiency of the supply 
department’s medicines; medical apparatus, 
ice, drinking water and other necessities 
were not furnished. He also complained of 
the incompetency of the nurses. 

In answer to a question by General 
Dodge, the witness said he did not know at 
the time he made this investigation that 
the hospital commandant had any author- 
ity to purchase any medical and commis- 
sary supplies, and he did not think the com- 
mandant knew it, for all che medical corps 
complained of inability to get supplies. 

Speaking of the water supply being un- 
wholesome, he said he got his impression 
of its unwholesomeness from an order is- 
sued by the division commander that all 
drinking water should be boiled. 

Colonel Hof’s Statement. 

Colonel Hof’s statement before the com- 
mittee dealt with a defense of the field 
hospital, which he said was originally in- 
tended to accommodate 200 sick, but the 
sickness increased so rapidly and unex- 
pectedly that the supply department was 
not able to meet the demand. He bought 
cots ‘himself twice to meet the wants that 
could not otherwise be supplied. Ré quisi- 
tion for supplies met many obstacles. The 
railroads were said to be unable to carry 
goods. Then the equipments of the First 
corps before the Third was given-as a rea- 
son why supplies could not be furnished. 

The witness being asked his own opinion 
about the great amount of sickness at 
Chickamauga, said he thought that two- 
thirds of it was due to negligence of the 
men themselves. In his own command men 
who were temperate and reasonabiy care- 
ful of their health kept healthy. 
of them drank stale beer and would lie 
about, cooling off suddenly. There was a 
vast amount of unwholesome food and drink 
sola by hucksters until they were prohibit- 
ed. The witness cited the Eighth and 
Ninth New York regiments, which had ¢can- 
teens, and he said almost the entire regi- 
ments were stricken by ulsease. 

Hubbard Charged with Brutality. 

This witness aiso read the statement of 
Captain Charles Price, of the Second Ken- 
tucky, who told 
the Ninth New York ward, and after in- 
vestigating he found that Major Hubbard 
was trying to administer medicing to a 
patient. The major was brutal. 
interfered and Hubbard eald that was the 
only way to humor a patient. The only 
explanation that he gave was that the 
man refused to take the medicine. 

The reading was at this point interrupted 
by the appearance of Captain Price, and 
he was examined: He testified that on 
one occasion, when he went to the hospital 
to see one of his men, who was ill with 
measles, he was informed that the patient 
had been detailed to carry water. 

The measles wards were packed, 
the men being wedged in like saraines. 
The same was true of the typhoid and 
malarial wards. 


The witness in describing the «action of 
Major Hubbard, said that he choked the 
patient and pressed him down on the cot, 
He then caught the patient’s hands and

Captain Price said he made it a point to 
go every day to the hospital to see about 
the treatment of the men of his company 
and he found that in that way his men 
were not permitted to suffer.

Asked if the volunteer army surgeons un- - 
der him were competent, Dr. Hartsuff re- 
plied that some were while others were not. 
The great difficulty had been to secure men 
of administrative abliity to conduct the 
hospitals. He thought there had been sguf- 
fering because of this ignorance and in- 
Stanced one case in whicn he had found a 


big hospital practically out of foggl because 


none Of the surgeons connected with it 
knew. how to make a ration réturn, 

Summing up, Dr. liartstuff said: 

‘In my opinion, the sickness at Camp 
Thomas was due largely to inexperience 
and in many cases the inefficiency of the 
medical officers and also to the inefficiency 
and inexperience of line officers, Who did 
not furnish the support that they could 
have turnished to the. medical department. 
The execution of uny plan ot operation 
rests largely with the line officers, the du- 
ties of the surgeons being limited to recom- 
mendations. ‘they are therefore unable 
to correct abuses themselves and must de- 
pend upon others to do that. ‘Tihis applies 
to the officers of regiments as well as to 
general officers.”’ 

Colonel M. M. McCord, of the First Ter- 
ritorial infantry, today went before the 
investigating commission, and made the 
following statement; 

“I see by newspaper reports that Lieu- 
tenant Coionel D. LD. Mitcnell, of my regi- 
ment, gave some testimony for the inves- 
tigaung commissioners today at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., to the effect that requisition made 
by the commanding Officer of that regiment 
(myself) had not been promptly responded 
to. 1 wish to contradict that statementif£ it 
was made. Every requisition that 1 have 
made in behalf of the regiment of whatever 
nature, has been promptly complied with.

in December, comes the necessity for 
work. 

The enthusiasm with which the peo- 
ple of the city have answered to the

meetings already called, and the earn- ) 


estness of the committee of fifty which 
has been selected, show that our people 
are fully alive to the cause for which 
the jubilee is to be held, and with true 
Atlanta spirit, are ready to take their 
part in making of it such a success as 
always follows the work of Atlanta's 
hands. 

The fixing of the date of the jubilee, 
the fact that the president of the United 
States, together with his cabinet, will 
be on hand, and the further fact that 
this will, after all, be the.real Peace 
Jubilee (for before that time the treaty 
of peace will probably have been sign- 
ed), will make of the Atlanta celebra- 
tion the great and controlling expres- 
sion of public opinion in the United 
States. 

But it must not be forgotten, as pre- 
liminary to all this, that it will take 
money to prepare the details and to 
carry out the programme which has 
been decided upon. It must be recol- 
lected that this will be an affair of such 
national magnitude that our people must 
meet it as an emergency of the city’s 
life. 

When the canvassers call upon our 
people, therefore, they should be met 
at once with a liberal hand, for this is 
no personal or private matter, but one 
in which the good name and the public 
estimation of our city will be at stake.

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The Dreyfus Case. 

The Dreyfus affair, which has been 
attracting the attention of the civilized 
world for many months, is no longer 
the mystery that it. was. The friends 
of justice in France, and out of it, have 
pulled to pieces the screen behind which 
the facts were hid, and they have ex- 
posed to view the most cruel, the most 
corrupt, the most cold-blooded conspira- 
cy against justice and humanity that 
the world has ever seen. 

The case began, in the first instance, 
with the knowledge of the French au- 
thorities that some official, having the 
confidence of the army, was selling im- 
portant military secrets to the German, 
the Italian and the Austrian govern- 
ments. The November Forum has an 
illuminating article on the subject from 
the pen of Yves Guyot, editor of The 
Paris Siecle; but it is not more illumi- 
nating than recent articles by Mr. 
Maxse, editor of The London National 
Review, and his correspondents. Com- 
bining the facts set forth in all these 
contributions, the matter may be pre- 
sented in all its depravity.

As the Esterhazy trial was @ 
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so was that of Zola. The court inform- 


ed all concerned that no revelations, no 
new facts pertinent to the Dreyfus af- 
fair would be permitted. Consequently 
Zola was condemned. Since the Zola 
trial Colonel Henri, of the army staff, 
has confessed that one of the documents 
on which the most stress was laid was 
forged by him under the direction of a 
superior officer. He was arrested and 
ggg in jail, where he committed sui- 
cide, 

As there was a direct charge that 
Dreyfus had been in communication 
with the German military attache, to 
whom he had peddled military secrets, 
the Emperor William demanded to know 
the exact truth. The German staff, after 
investigating the matter, assured bim 
that Dreyfus had never been in com- 
munication with any German agent di- 
rectly or indirectly. This fact was com- 
municated to the French government. 
A similar disclaimer was made by Italy 
and by Austria. They had no reason 
for shielding Dreyfus beyond the fact 
that he was innocent. It is perfectly 
well known to the French officials that 
the moment they demand the name of 
the guilty party from Germany it will 
be forthcoming. The German agent has 
declared most solemnly that he never 
had any dealings with Dreyfus. Of Es- 
terhazy, he says that the man “is 
capable of anything.” 

The documents on which Dreyfus was 
first convicted are known not to be in 
his handwriting. The famous bordereau 
is in the handwriting of Esterhazy. All 
these statements are capable of proof, 
and are perfectly well known to the 
officers of the French staff. But to con- 
vict Esterhazy would bring ruin upon 
the staff itself. The “honor of the 
army” mugs be preserved. It must be 
preserved by shielding Esterhazy and 
has co-parceners in treachery. 

But it may be asked, why was Dreyfus 
selected as a victim? ‘For one, and only 
one, reason. He was a Jew, and against 


‘him could be raised the race cry, ““Down 


with. the Jews!” He was selected. for 
ruin because he was a Jew, and because, 
even though his innocence might be 
proved, the crime against justice would 
be excused by the <Anti-Semite Asso- 


ciation, which is powerful in that once 


glorious but now wretched and corrupt 
nation. 

Let us hope that justice may be done. 
There are many brave Frenchmen de- 
manding justice; they are in the minori- 
ty now; but let us hope that the inno- 
cent prisoner may be Testored . liberty 
and friends. 
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. Complaints from Porto Rico. 

The continued compiaints of ravages 
by American soldiers which come from 
Porto Rico should receive the attention 
of the government. 

There are five Spanish newspapers 
published in the town of Ponce, Bitterly 
rivaling each other in the manner pe- 
culiar to the profession, yet there is 
one subject upon which they agree, and 
that is in their reports of . outrages 
committed by American soldiers and 
of the disregard: of the ordinary rules of 
society. To quote from a writer who 
witnessed the scenes in that place, “the 
volunteers abuse citizens, insult women 
and steal property. They are far more 
grievous and oppressive to peaceable 
citizens than were their Spanish pre- 
decessors.”’ 

While these charges may be exagger- 
ated, yet for the honor of the army and 
the honor of the republic, there should 
not be a shadow upon which they 
could rest. The hand of military 
law is heavy, and if it is used 
with all the weight which be- 
longs to it; sufficient discipline could be 
established in order to prevent the trou- 
bles complained of.

The close of the century discloses for the 
first time in the world’s history a practical 
purpose to develop the resources of the 
arctic circle. The discovery of gofla in the 
Klondike has sent a flood of immigrants 
into a territory which. was supposed to be 
almost uninhabitable. And now scientists 
of Great Britain are making a careful in- 
vestigation of enormous deposits of iron 
ore, some distance from Stockholm, Swe. 
den, within the area included in the arctic 
gircie. These new ore fields are apparently 
of limitless extent, and of the greatest pos- 
sible value to the iron industry of Great 
Britain, which is rapidly finding itself un- 
able to compete with the cheap products 
of American ore. These Swedish deposits

No Fegular army physician has been as- 
Brea to examine the men of the Second 
Georgia, since no request has been made 
for one by the commander of the regiment. 
The order of the war department effecting 
the examination of volunteer troops for 
mustering out has been changed recently, 
and it is now admissible to employ the 
services of a reputable civilian physician 
to conduct the examination. This will prob- 
ably be done in the case of the Second 
Georgia. 

If it is found upon examination that a 
soldier in the regiment has contracted a 
disease or other physical disability in the 
line of actual! duty it will be so recorded on 
the detachment muster roll and the man so 
examined can obtain a pension from the 
government as,much so as if he were dlis- 
abled in battle. Cases of this kind seldom 
arise, however, since before the troops are 
mustered into the service each soldier ig 
given a thorough examination and if a de- 
fect of any kind is noted the men are not 
accepted. 

The first step to be taken after the reg- 
iment has assembled will be to ascertain 
how many men desire to be mustered out, 
and those, if any, who fall out will be 
formed into detachments and the various 
processes of mustering out gone through 
with them a.one. 

Appointments Made by Suggestion. 

The vacancies in the ranks of officers of 
the Second Georgia will be filled by Gov- 
ernor Candler as soon as it has been de- 
termined how many of the officers of the 
regiment will fall out. 

lt is understood by the conference be- 
tween Governor Candler and the colonels 
of the First and Second Georgia, which was 
heid at the executive mansion Wednesday 
morning, that the governor in his appoint- 
ments will be governed large by the recom- 
mendations of both Colonel Brown and 
Colonel Lawton, and that in every case the 
Officers of the First Georgia who wish to 
continue in the service will be given the 
preference over other applicants. ; 

The F.rst Georgia regiment is now walting 
in camp at Macon to ascertain the number 
of men in the Second regiment who will 
fall out, and when that number is learned, 
Colonel Lawton will order his men mus- 
tered out, and those who want to come 
t> the Second regiment will be formed in 
detachments, the size of which will be gov- 
erned entirely by the number of troops 
leaving the Second.

NEW LUMBER BIDS OPENED. 


War Department Arranges for Another 
Supply of Materials: To Go 
to Cuba. 

The b'ds for the large amount of lumber 
that were opened at the department of the 
gulf on the first of the month have all been 
forwarded to Washington, for the consid- 
eration of the secretary of war and for 
comparison with similar bids from other 
parts of the country. 

Yesterday the department of the gulf 
was authorized to open bids in this state 
and elsewhere in the south for another 
supply of lumber, together with lead and 
iron piping, to be used in the army camps 
in Havana and the province of Pinar del 
Rio. This bid is for a larger bulk of rough 
jumber than the first and the government 
has estimated the cost of the whole amount 
to be $200,000. 

The plumbing materials have been esti- 
mated at $95,000, and it is understood that 
the bids are not to exceed very much 
this limit that Aas been imposed by 
the war department. 

The bids for the second supply of lumber 
and other building material are required 
by law to be In the office of the quarter- 


master of the department of the gulf by 
the Mth of this month. 

All of the lumber is'to go to Havana 
and province of Pinar del Rio, and will be 
used by the army of occupation fer build- 
ing camps, temporary warehouses for the 
safekeeping of supplies and hospitals. 

A large number of bids have been al- 
lowed this department of the army since 
the supplies to be furnished are to be 
Shipped to southern coast towns and from 
there without delay to Havana. Theclerks 
of the quartermaster’s department were 
kept busy yesterday preparing the bids to 
be sent out over the south, and a large 
number of them were mailed to prominent 
mill owners during the afternoon. The 
shipments to the coast are to be made by 
the producers of the lumber and not by 
the government, and hence the mill men 
of the south have a decided advantage over 
those in the north and west, as they can 
contract to put the material on government 
wharves at a much lower figure. 

In case some of the bids of the Gerogia 
mills are accepted by the government, the 
lumber and other supplies will be shipped 
to Savannah, which has been named as one 
of the places where the supplies are to 
center.

NET REVENUES $405,321;335 


Both Revenues and Expenditures Show | 
Considerable Increase. 


WORKINGS OF THE TREASURY EXPLAINED 


Report Is a Complete Stgtement of the 
Financial Condition and Gives 
Important Figures. 


Washington, November 3.—The treasurer 
of the United States, Hon. Ellis H. Roberts, 
has submitted to the treasury the annual 
report on the transactions and condition 
of the treasury for the past fiscal year. The 
net ordinary revenues of the government 
were $405,321,335, an increase of 57,597,630 over 
those of the previous year, while the net 
ordinary expenditures were $443,368,582, an 
increase of $77,994,432. The resulting defi- 
clency of $38,047,247 exceeds that of the pre- 
ceding year by $19,994,793. 

Up to the close of the fiscal year the in- 
crease of the expenditures on account of 
the war with Spain was $43,041,732 for the 
war department and $24,262,438 for the navy 
department. For the four months, July, 
August. September and October, 1838, 
expenditures of the war department were 
$107,520,368, being $81,613,131 greater than for 
the same months of 1897. For the same 
months this year the navy department ex- 
pended $27,459,577, which was $16,014,926 more 
than it spent in the like period in 1897.. Up 
to October 3lst the war with Spain added 
to the disbursement of these two depart- 
ments the sum of $164,932,228. 

Independently of the prospect of revenue 
or expenditure the treasurer regards the 
treasury as having been stronger at the 
close than at the opening of the fiscal year, 
the insignificant shrinkage in the amount 
of assets having been more than compen- 
sated for by the improvement which took 
place in their character. Against a net 
loss of $7,500,600 In the total holdings. avail- 
able for the fiscal operations of the govern- 
ment there was a gain of upward of $26,- 
000,000 in free gold, compared with an in- 
crease of nearly $23,000,000 in absolutely se- 
cured deposits with banks and _ these 
changes were effected at no greater cost 
than the of so much in silver and 
treasury notes. 4 

The total available assets were $874,764.377 
on June 30, 1897, and $837,606,736 a year later. 
By the addition of the und¥ailable assets 
carried by the department their totals are 
swelled to $9,411,576, and  $869,202.941 re- 
spectively. On June 30, 1898 the treasu- 
rer’s liability to the genera} treasury fund 
was $775,751,368 with one of $66,465,160 sus- 
tained in his capacity as the depositary of 
public officers and one Qf $26,986,413 for 
moneys paid into his hands, but not yet cove 
ered by warrant jnto the general account. 

The vutstanding notes of the denomina- 
tions of $40 and under, which decreased 
in volume by $11,622,157 from September 
dU, 1896, to the same date in 1597, increased 
by $41,657,037 in the twelve months ending 
September 30, 1898. The gold in circulation 
rose steadily by $49,327,262 in the former 
of the two periods and by $94,561,059 in 
the latter. The total currency of all *xinds 
in circulation shows an increase of 396.539.- 
269 in the former year, and one of $137,755, s54 
in the latter, a gain of $234.294,102 for the 
two years, o 

The Gold Balances. 

In a chapter in which the treasurer re- 
views the history of the net gold balance 
in the treasury, he says that prior to Sep- 
tember, 1898 the highest point which this 
balance had ever attained was $219,059, 232 
on April 3, 1888. On June 6, 1893, the 
amount was $59,589,364, the lowest in fif- 
teen years, or from June, 1878. By the 
exchange of notes for gold with the banks. 
the net gold balance was brought up to 
$103,863,290 by August 10, 1893. Another min- 
imum mark was reached February 1, 1894, 
at $65,438,378. By the proceeds of a gale 
of bonds amounting to $58,660,917, the net 
g0ld balance was increased to 
by March 6th Under reaction, however, 
it again feli to $54,975,607 by the end of 
July, 1894. Another sale of bonds in No- 
vember and December of that year brought 
in $58,719,710, and the gold balance on De- 
cember 4, 1894, was again §$111,142,021. The 
remedy was effectual for only a brief pe- 
rial, for on February 11, 1895, the treasury 
held only $41,340,181 in free gold. Again 
bonds were sold, for which payments ag- 
eregating $65,428,056 were received from 
February to June, 

Thus the net gold balance was carried 
up to $107,591,230 by July 8, 1895. Once more, 
the relief was but temporary, and by F+hb- 
ruary & 18%, the gold balance had falien 
to $44,563,493. For the fourth time resort 
was had to a sale of bonds, which pro- 
duced up to June $111,355.612, ana brought 
the gold balance up to a maximum of 
$128,615,709, from which point it sank again 
by July 22. 1896, to $89,669,975. Since that

“Territorial Expansion.” 


OPPOSES PRESENT POLICY 


Thinks That People of an Alien Race . 


Cannot Be Goverred.

Mr. Wilson Was Greeted with Much

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HON. WILLIAM L. WILSON, PRESI- 
dent of the Washington and Lee Univer- 
sity, of Virginia. delivered a strong ad- 
dress before the joint session of the general 
assembly, last night, on “Territorial Ex- 
pansion.”’ An invitation had been extended 
Mr. Wilson and he « argu- 
ment against foreign to our 
present territory. 

The hall of the house of representatives 
was crowded before Mr. Wilson arrived, 
and the galleries were filled with ladies and 
gentlemen waiting to hear tne distinguish- 
ed speaker. A large numba of ladies were 
on the floor of the house. 

A few minutes after 8 o'clock Mr, Wilson 
entered upon the arm of President Dodson, 
of the senate. They were followed to the 
speaker's desk by Hon. Hoke Smith and 
Mr. A. O. Blalock, speaker pro tem. of the 
house. 

Mr. Wilson was a member of ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s cabinet w@th Mr. Smith, 
and the two have been intimately associat- 
ed in the discussion and solution of many

national questions, 

Mr. Dodson called 
order and introduced Mr. Smith, who pre- 
sented Mr. Wilson. Mr. Smith told of the 
early life of Mr. Wilson and of the many 
honored positions he held before going into 
the cabinet. He said that Mr. Wilson was 
nominated for congress while presicent of 
the Washington and Lee University, and 
stated that Mr. Wilson won his reputation 
on the tariff question. On the ways and 
means committee of the national house of 
representatives he won more laurels as an 
able statesman and stanah democrat. 

Mr. Smith graphically described the de- 
bate Mr. Wilson made in the house on the 
tariff bill, whfle a convalescent from a seri- 
ous iliness., 

Mr. Smith said the postoffice department 
never knew a better or cleaner adminis- 
tration than that of Mr. Wilson’s, while 
he was postmaster general. He illustrated 
how much Mr. Wilson valued learning bv 
refusing to join a prominent law firm in 
New York by accepting the presidency of 
the Washington and Lee University. 

“Tt is a pleasure,” he said, ‘‘for me to 
present Mr. Wilson to you.” 

There was loud applause as Mr. Wrlson 
rose to addrees the audience. He began: 

“Mr. President and gentlemen of the 
general assembly of Georgia, I am very 
grateful to my old colleague for the kind 
words he has spoken of me, 

“I feel grateful for the invitation that 
you have extended me to address you, but 
I have an equal] regret that tor lack of 
time I am unprepared for the dignity of 
this occasion. When I received your invita- 
tion and Mr. Glenn telegraphed an accept- 
ance of the invitation to speak before you 
I began to realize what Georgia hospitality 
was. I told Mr. Glenn T could not, tn a few 
hours, rise to the dignity of this occasion. 
and he informed me that it was equal to a 
law for an invitation to be extended by 
your body. 

“I came to Georgia two days ago and saw 
the beautiful state in its grandeur and all 
its activity. I have studied the educationa- 
al systems of Georgia. I have studied the 
foundation of the educational systems of 
this country.” Mr. Wilson continued, say- 
ing that the founders of the country knew 
the influence which the education of the 
growing mannaood would have on the gov- 
ernment of the nation. “We need all the 
enlightening influence we can get. that we 
may be guided safely through. We have 
heard the men behind the guns praised in 
the last few days, but the men who made 
the guns and developed their mechanism 
are the men we need more than those in 
the battle line. 

“I nave not come here to speak of 
needs of education to the intelligent rep- 
resentatives of a great commonwealth. We 
have come to look to tnis commonwealth 
as a model of all that is good in govern- 
ment, and I know Georgia will take an ad- 
vanced stand in the solution of educational 
problems. 

“There is another department of govern- 
ment greater than those of legislative, exe- 
cutive and judicial, and that is administra- 
tive. There is little which is good if not 
properly administered. 

‘We have solved some of the intracate 

“We have solved some of the intricate 
are now called upon to deal with more im- 
portant questions. Heretofore we have 
been accustomed to consider the two oceans 
as the boundaries and the extent of this 
great country, but now we have over-leaped 
the bounds of the Atlantic on the east.”’ 

Mr. Wilson said there were those who 
claimed that the American commonwealth 
had always been expanding ifs territory 
and that the present expansion was but 
the march of progress and the carrying 
out of a well] defined policy. 

“I beg to differ with those,’ he said. 

Mr. Wilson then proceeded to review the

history of the territorial expansion of the | 


United States. He spoke successively of the | 


additions, one by one. He told in a few 
words of the great territories as they were 


added and said that in this way the coun- | 


try rapidly and gradually expanded. 
“There was no square mile,” he 
“taken from any people by subjugation or 


said, 


oppression. Even Mexico was not but just- | 


ly treated in the adoption of Texas; for 
our people had overrun the territory and it 
was our people we were protecting and 
receiving for the benefits of our govern- 
ment. A 

“As the countries grew Ahe established 
territorial governments far them, and as 
further development came,the states were 
admitted with the same power us “be old- 
est state in the union. By all these con- 
quests there was not a partic!e of dishonor 
to the nation, agd throughout the entire 
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expansion of this country there was noth- 
ing but the vigorous. healthy growth of a 
nation. 

“In the present instance it is not the ad- 
dition of lands for settlement, but rather 
of peoples for government.”’ 

Mr. Wilson spoke of the warning spoken 
by Washington when he told the people of 
the United States not to become entangied 
with the nations of Europe. He spoke of 
the different warningg that have been ut- 
tered by the statesmen of the country 
against territorial expansion, 

“So,” he said, “we break company with 
these statesmen of the past and break the 
continuity of the country’s policy.”’ 

Mr. Wilson said the war with Spain was 
declared to be one of humanity, but the 
government is not following that doctrine. 

“While following a war of duty,” he said, 
“the country has managed to come home 
with a good amount of spoil in tts pockets. 
I thought the war would be proper, but did 
not think it would eventually bring Cuba 
to be a part of our territory, which will 
sooner or later be attached to us in some 
manner; not to say anything of Hawail, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines.” 

He said the country was now called upon 
to incorporate 800,000 of people of an in- 
ferior race, descendants of none of the 
great races of the world, into the citizen- 
ship of our country. 

“Now, I want to ask you, gentlemen of 
the general assembly, how are we to govern 
these people? It may be for awhile a mili- 
tary government, but when war or quasi- 
war is ended every citizen is entitled to 
be governed by the constitution of this 
country. The supreme court has said that 
when a slave has been emancipated, he be- 
comes a citizen and his right is the same 
as the right of every other citizen.”’ 

Mr. Wilson said there must be some form 
of government for these people in distant 
countries, but there could be no imperial- 
ism, as the constitution does not provide 
for it. 

“The provisions of the constitution give 
these people local self-government and 
without that there can be no freedom, If 
we govern them from Washington there 
must be some form of imperialism, and 
then we engraft upon the constitution a 
dangerous precedent. 

“Let us see some of the effects of this 
expansion: To have and to hold them we 
must have a larger navy and army.” 

Mr. Wilson said there could be no free 
government with a large standing army. 
He said England would not have one. 

“Think you, gentlemen of the general 
assembly, that your state would stand an 
additional tax of $500,000 each year? You 
are already burdened with enough taxes. 
Yet to maintain an army that would be 
necessary to govern these foreign countries 
would be little less than $500,000."" 

Mr. Wilson then took up some of the ar- 
guments advanced by supporters of 
territorial expansion and said that 
the principal one was “manifest destiny.” 
He said it was not a new cry. He sald 
that if he might be pardoned for using so 
trivial an illustration in the discussion of 
so greit a question he would say that a 
jeofgia negro never in the dark of the 
moon came upon a watermelon patch that 
he did not think it was “‘manifest destiny.” 

Mr. Wilson used as an example the ciyi- 
lizing and educating of the Indians of this 
country. Only a few thousand, he said, 
had the country been successful with, and 
the civilization of Alaska was much the 
same. He said the question of civilizing the 
Savage and alien races is far easier to talk 
about than to accomplish. 

“Tl call upon the people of the south to 
bear me out that race relations are the 
hardest to manage. If there is any truth 
in history, the race antagonisms and differ- 
ences are harder to deal with than the 
forces of nature itself.’’ 

Mr. Wilson spoke of the racial differences 
in Europe which, he said, have always ex- 
isted. He said another argument for ex- 
pansion was that trade and commerce de- 
manded territorial expansion. He said this 
country had never reached that stage cof 
development where it could say that It 
did not need more development, The peo- 
ple are told to go to Hawaii and the Phil- 
ippines and develop those countries. 

“We cannot say we want more regions 
to develop and more resources when we 
have 3,000,000 square miles in this country 
yet undeveloped.” 

Mr. Wilson said that the increased trade 
would be small and that this country by 
expansion could not monopolize the com- 
merce of foreign countries. He reverted to 
the necessity of large armies and navies to 
hold foreign possessions. He spoke of the 
relations of Great Britain and France on 
account of their possessions in Africa, and 
said it was one of the incidents of these 
countries’ history. At times he said we 
are warned against the policy of England, 

“England,” he said, “is not a government 
of a written constitution. The last law of 
her parliament is the constitution. There 
is no supreme court to annul it and none 
to sustain it. England is not rent from 
center to circumference by political elec- 
tions. She is strong where we are weak 
She can stand political contests because 
her patronage does not depend on them. 
So she is strong in just the points to carry 
on this inperialism she js following, while 
we are weak, and no man can say wher we 
will be strong. She may have ruled India 
and Australia, but she has not succeeded 
in subduing her neighbors, the Irish.’’ 

Mr. Wilson closed with a beautiful per- 
oration, in which the said that territorial! 
expansion was coming, and what the people 
of this country could do was to sustain the 
American institutions as they were handed 
down by our forefathers and leave them as 
a heritage to generations to come. 

The following resolution was offered by 
the senator from the eighth district, as 
follows: 

se it resolved, Tfiat the thanks of the 
general assembly be and are hereby ten- 
dered to the Hon. W. L. Wilson for his ad- 
mirable address.”

trial before Judge Hart yesterday morning 
charged with the murder of Policeman 
Carl Mills. The case consumed a part of 
the morning session and all of the after- 
noon session. It will be continued this 
morning. 

Some time was required for a jury to be 
chosen and about 2 o’clock the state began 
to introduce evidence. There are a large 
number of witnesses and the greater part 
of today will be consumed in the case. 
There are a number of witnesses, especially 
the negroes, who swear that John Asbury 
told them that he had killed Mills, 

Mary McDowell, known as ‘‘Babe,” said 
she was in Tanner’s alley when the pistol 
was fired at the corner of Tanner’s alley 
and Whitehall street. She says she went 
into the alley and saw John Asbury sitting 
on a rock wall. Another man, she said, was 
sitting apparently on the ground near the 
wall, but she did not know who he was. 

She said she recognized Asbury because 
he spoke to her. She went up the alley to- 
ward the railroad, and while waiting out- 
side of a house there she heard the pistol 
fire and a minute later Asbury came run- 
ning by her. Mary became confused on the 
cross-examination in her testimony about 
who ran by her. 

Colonel W. T. Moyers conducted the 
cross-examination and many of the negroes 
who testified were confused as to time and 
dates. It was brought out in the testimony 
deMvered by Babe that she had some ani- 
mus toward Asbury and she was testify- 
ing against him out of hatred. Cotton Spen- 
cer, another negro, was placed on the stand

The man who had first approached the 
barber said he thought the lucky finder 
ought to divide and the mew comer agreed 
to do so if the crowd went to a store to 
get the bill changed. 

This ig where the barber's avarice got the 
best of his discretion. He wanted a part 
of the $20 and he followed the two men up 
on the railroad and through a vacant lot. 

When they had reached a lonely spot

sion. Mr. Depew and a few other railroad 
managers of the north are willing to con- 
cede everything that the commission wishes 
if (acy can get the protection, or what thev 
consider wculd be protection, from that 
body. 

Three or fcur pooling bills were introduc- 
ed ia the jast congress, but the one which } 
was most sitorgly advocated was proposed 
“y the interstate commerce commissiOn 
This bil) provided that the rdilways should 
re allowed to make pooling contracts be 
tween themselves, but the commission was 
to have supervision of the agreements. Jf, 
in the opinicn of the commission, the rates 
charged by the roads.on freight and pas- 
sengers were too high, then the 
commission was to have power to 
annul the pooling agreement and substi- 
tute any rates which it might see fit to 
suggest. And the bill went even furthe, 
than this: Once a railroad entered into a 
pooling contract it was always thereafter 
to be subject to thé commission so far as 
its rate sheets were concerned, whether it 
was a member of a pool or not. 

Of colirse, it is understood that a pool- 
ing contract is an agreement between two 
or more railroads by which each one is to 
have only a certain percentage of the bus- 
iness a2 competitive points. In the eventa 
road curries a larger amount of freight 
tian its percentage, the excess in mon®y 
would be divided among the _ roais 
which fail below the apportionment. ‘This 
is a money pool. 

Money pools between the railroads existed 
prior to the passage of the interstate com- 
mere commission law twelve years ago. 
Tuers Was -one in the south which worked 
with much gatisfaction to the majority of 
the roads. It is true that some lines near- 
ly aiways had to pay money to the weaker 
hnez on the settlement day, which was us- 
ually »¢t the end of every month. The ad- 
vantage to the railroads of a pooling law 
would be that there would be no encour- 
agen.enit to any road to cut its rates in or- 
dee to get a larger vOlume of business. It 
weuid te entitled only to a certain amount 
of business or revenue each month, and if 
it car:ied more than its proportion, the ex- 
cess, as explained above, would go to the 
lines which fell below their proportion. 

Most of the railway managers throughout 
the ccuntry would be perfectly willing to 
see «a pooling bill passed, provided there 
were no such restrictions as were contain- 
ej in the interstate commerce commission's 
bi'. Exen if pooling was optional with the 
roads, some of them might not make pool- 
ing agreements. Certainly there is no way 
to compe) a road to enter a pool if it does 
not wish to; and they would al] desire the 
privilege of withdrawing from such a con- 
tract if they found their experience under 
it was unprofitable to then. 

The interstate commerce commission pro- 
poses to allow them to make pools and 
withdraw from pools whenever they sce 
fit, but the withdrawal would not take the 
road out of the hands of the commission 
so far as rates were concerned. The 2 
mission desires not only to investigate all 
compiaints, but also the authority to pros- 
ecute and convict violators of the law. and 
further to give its orders mandatory pow- 
ers. The commissioners do not 
want the railroads to have the 
privilege of appealing to the 
courts for injunctions against them, de- 
siring to make their own orders and judg- 
ments effective without any appeal or re- 
dires3, urjess it could be shown that there 
had been some glaring error or wrong.

Sometime ago Pullman's Palace Car Com- 
pany built three parlor cars for the Baltl- 
more and Ohio’s New York trains, and the 
radica!] departure from other cars of this 
character lay in the toilet room for ladies, 
which was eight feet in length. 

Recently the same company has built 
eight new sleepers for the New York-St. 
Louis line of the Baltimore and Ohio, and 
the designer of the cars has evidently been 
impelled by the popularity of the ladies’ 
retiring room in the parlors cars, to give 
to the ladies a vast deal more space than 
they ever had before in sleeping cars, 

These new cars are said by the Pullman 
people to be the finest they ever turned out, 
and the Jadies’ retiring room is exceedingly 
commodious and contains, besides other 
toilet necessitites, a dresser with a long 
pier glass. The cars are finished in yermil- 
lion wood, decorated with inlaid marquetry 
work and the upholstery on the backs and 
seats is entirely new and different from any 
heretofore used, being a sort of a moquette 
with a dark green border and a center pat- 
tern of bright color.

RATES FOR MOVING SOLDIERS. 


The Average Charge by the Railroads 
Is 1.6 Cents Per Mile.

RACE FOR CONGRESS 


Republican Neminee Withdraws from 
the Contest. 


INTIMATES LACK OF HARMONY 


His Frien’s State That His Action Is 
Justified by Circumstances.

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MR. A. R. BRYAN, THE REPUBLICAN 
nominee for congress in this district, has 
withdrawn from the pace. 

Colonel L. F. Livingston, the democratic 
representative from the Fifth congressional 
district, wiil have no opposition, or it is 
not at all probable that the republicans 
will put up a new candidate with the elec- 
tion only four days oft. 

Mr. Bryan would not give 
for withdrawing beyqnd what is stated in 
h‘'s letter, which is published below. It 
has been apparent for some time, however, 
that he was not receiving much encourage- 
ment from his own party. He has been 
out over the district, but he has not been 
making a stumping tour. He had to do 
ail the work himself. So far as could be 
learned, the republicans have not furnished 
him with either speakers or money. 

His intimate friends state that the repub- 
lican party in this district did not bend 
a finger to assist him. The office holders 
under the McKinley-Hanna administration 
gave Mr. Bryan the cold hand when he 
talked about campaign funds. They would 
not chip in, and it is intimated that the 
total of their contributions would 
hardly pay for a brass band. The office 
holders were more inerested in the New 
York campaign than in the race here at 
home. Here is Mr. Bryan’s letter, which 
was written last night: 

“To the Republicans of the Fifth Con- 
gressional Dstrict of Georgia—Owing to 
facts and conditions over which I have no 
control, and which I had every reason to 
expect and had right tv expect would not 
exist, I deem it but just to myself to with- 
draw from the race for congress. 

“When I accepted the nomination I did 
it believing that I could do my party some 
gcod by accepting the nomination, but I 
have discovered that I cannot accomplish 
any good to my party or to myself by con- 
tinuing in the race. I therefore most re- 
spectfully withdraw. 

“I most heartily thank my friends and 
the friends who have so faithfully stood by 
me so far for their support. 

“Iam a republican and have always been, 
andi am ever réady to aid the party’s -up- 
building, when al] are ready to work in 
harmony to that end. Most respectfully.

“fama republican through and through,” 
said Mr. Bryan’ _/“'I believe that the princi- 
ples for which my party stands are 
the best for this country, and I would do 
anything in my power to see them prevail. 
The only reasons I can now give for with- 
drawal are stated in my letter. My friends 
understand the eituation thoroughly, and 
they say that I am fully justified in taking 
this step.” 

When Mr. Bryan was nominated the re- 
publicans thought that there was some 
hope to secure fusion with the populists. 
They also thought that the democrats were 
divided and that they might get some votes 
from disaffected democrats, but after the 
State election of October 6th it was seen 
that the fusion scheme was a failure. The 
populist vote fell off, many of the third 
party came over to the democrats and 
Colonel Candier swept the state by an im- 
mense majority, although the democratic 
vote was lighter than usual, owing to the 
conviction that the state ticket 
elected anyhow. 

It will be remembered that the populists 
first nominated Judge J. K. 
gress in this district, 
publicans to unite on him. The republicans 
eft the question of indorsing Judge Hines 
or making a nomination to a committee. 
On the day the republican convention met 
Judge Hines announced that he would not 
run for congress. Then Mr. Bryan. was 
nominated. He is a member of the At- 
lanta bar and was eonsidered the best man 
available for the nomination.
